If cyanamide is used, use 
a bag of 20% phosphate and soak 
the bed with 800 gallons of wa¬ 
ter. 

f. Next spring rake the bed, 
sow it and cover it. Use ferti- 
izer as needed, but not over 40 
pounds of mixed fertilizer per

May Is the Month of Decision 

Doing the job well and at the 
right time in May will often de¬ 
termine the profit or loss from 
an enterprise for the entire year. 
High on the list of important 
farm questions this month are: 
Will I get a good stand of corn 
and tobacco? Will I grow Sudan 
Grass for summer pasture? Will 
I clip pastures early and put sur¬ 
plus growth in silos? Will I cut 
meadows in early bloom stages 
to make better hay? 

The Right Thickness of Corn 

Corn thickness is important in 
producing high yields. In Ken¬ 
tucky, 10 to 12 thousand stalks 
per acre is just about right— 
thick enough to produce near 100 
bushels in a good season, not too 
thick for a drouth. This means 
having a stalk about every 15 
inches in rows 3L4 feet apart. 

Silos Important 

Silos will become increasingly 
important as Kentucky moves 
more and more into a livestock 
ecenomy. A silo full of succulant 
grass or corn silage is the best

This column is offered in 


BEREA COLLEGE HAS CHANCE TO HELP 

A four year grant has been given to Berea 
College from Ford Foundation to assist education 
in Eastern Kentucky. $50,000 annually for the 
four years is to be used to find and advance the 
training of 24 young teachers each year to work 
in isolated schools in some of these counties. 
The gift has met with unqualified approval of 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
He has appointed a member of his staff to serve 
with President Hutchins of Berea College. This 
committee is to select 24 graduates of accredited 
colleges immediately who would like to under¬ 
take this challenge. 

There is great need for such help in a dozen 
or more of the counties in Eastern Kentucky. 
Berea College is highly qualified to render help 
in such work.

When is Mother’s Dav? 

In looking at the calendar in my room I see a 
picture of a woman in one of the squares and 
beneath the picture is printed “Mother’s Day.” 
Is it but a sentimental date upon our calendars? 

In looking at what Webster says about the 
object of our observance we find that a mother 
is * a female parent” and he goes on and defines 
mother as "an elderly woman.” Surely all this 
observance is not for such as this. Historically, 
the observance of Mother’s Day dates from May 
1907. It was an idea that appealed to almost 
everyone. Soon the idea had spread to every 
state and many foreign countries. A few years 
later the custom of everyone wearing a white 
carnation was begun and later our present cus¬ 
tom of wearing either white or red was believed 
to be more appropriate because the people 
wanted to express the difference in “a memory” 
and “the present living world.”

Mother s Day is the one thing that has a living 
interest for all races and creeds. It is a day for 
the high and low, the rich and poor, every man, 
woman and child. A mother is the one common 
possession of all the living world so why couldn’t 
every day be Mother’s Day with you and me.

Hybrid Corn Seed 

What kind of hybrid seed corn 
should you plant? In tests in 
seven widely scattered plots in 
Kentucky over the last ten years 
the yellow hybrids rank as fol¬ 
lows on yield and percentage of 
standing stalks at harvest time: 
Ky. 103 averaged 72.5 bushels per 
acre with 83 percent of the stalks 
erect. Ky. 102 averaged 72.1 
bushels per acre with 78 percent 
of the stalks erect. U. S. 13 av¬ 
eraged 71.1 bushels per acre and 
86 percent erect stalks. 

During the last four years the 
yield and erectness of the white 
hybrids has been as follows: U.S. 
523W has yielded an average of 
84.1 bushels per acre with 88 
percent of the stalks standing. 
Ky. 405B averaged 79.4 bushels 
with 88 percent of the stalks 
erect. Stull’s 400W averaged 83.5 
bushels per acre and 89 percent 
standing stalks. Indiana 750B 
averaged 76.7 bushels with 89 
percent erect stalks. Ky. 203 av¬ 
eraged 76.0 bushels and 81 per¬ 
cent erect stalks. U. S. 523 looked 
good and outvie] ded other va¬ 
rieties for Tommy Oldfield, of 
White Oak, and Leonard Havens, 
Ezel, last year. Stewart McKin¬ 
ney, Kellacey, is among those 
who tried Stull’s 400W and liked 
it. Both these varieties were used 
| by Cledith Rowe of Magoffin 
county when he set a world's 
record of 232.3 bushels on one 
acre in 1951. 

Livestock Committee 
Plans For Fair 

The Hereford Eeef Cattle com¬ 
mittee met April 11 to plan for 
the county fair. All the purebred 
breeders in the county were 
given written invitations to meet 
with them and discuss the or¬ 
ganization of a county purebred 
livestock association. No other 
breed was represented and those 
present felt that they should not 
organize another group by them¬ 
selves. 

The group authorized Den Se¬ 
bastian to close a contract with 
a Lexington firm to rent a tent 
for the livestock show at the 
county fair. They agreed to ask 
the Fair Board to pay for the 
tent. They also set up additional 
beef cattle rings to perform with 
other shows. These rings will be 
only for Herefords. The group 
agreed the cattle would be in on 
Thursday, showed Friday after¬ 
noon and left on exhibit until 
Saturday noon. 

Strawberry Marketing 

A letter was sent to all growers 
asking them to indicate the mar¬ 
keting help they needed and their 
interest in a grading demonstra¬ 
tion. One farmer only, Hobert 
Cassity of Crockett, replied. He 
has half an acre of very good 
berries. He will have a good op¬ 
portunity to sell all his berries 
in West Liberty, as do others. 

Greener Pastures 

Improved seeding practices and 
heavier fertilizer use have shown 
up in greener pastures all over 
the county this year. Everett 
Henry - of Index has an outstand¬ 
ing plot that was seeded last fall, 
one that was seeded in the spring 
of 1952 and five acres that were 
well-fertilized and seeded on a 
prepared seed bed this spring. 

Glenn Lacy of Grassy Creek 
has seeded a steep hill-side to 
a pasture mixture after testing 
the soil, fertilizing according to 
need and preparing a good seed 
bed. C. A. Fugate, Grassy Creek, 
last year’s county master pas- 
tureman. has plowed up five 
acres of broomsedge and sowed 
it to a well-fertilized pasture 
mixture. In addition, he sowed 
four acres to alfalfa and 10 acres 
to red clover and grasses.
